A RESOLUTION authorizing the Common 

Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana, to propose and support an 

ordinance rescinding the 1991 

Ordinance of the Allen County Income 

Tax Council which froze the County 

Option Income Tax at the rate in 

effect on January 1, 1991. 

WHEREAS, the County Option Income Tax was 
initially adopted for Allen County, effective July 1, 
1989; 

WHEREAS, the Allen County Option Income Tax was 
frozen at three tenths of one percent (0.3%) in 1991 by 
ordinance of the Allen County Income Tax Council; 

WHEREAS, I.C. 6-3.5-6-11 provides that an 
ordinance freezing the county income tax rate can be 
rescinded and that the effect of such a rescission is to 
lift the freeze on the rate as of July lst of the year in 
which the freeze is rescinded and that the rate will 
automatically increase by one-tenth of one percent each 
year until the tax rate is again frozen or the tax rate 
equals six tenths of one percent (0.6%); 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne Common Council 
has 57.53 votes on the Allen County Income Tax Council as 
certified by the Allen County Auditor on November 12, 
1991; 

WHEREAS, a failure to lift the COIT rate 
freeze will mean that local units of government which 
need additional revenues in 1993 may be forced to 
significantly raise property taxes to meet that need; 

WHEREAS, the lifting of the COIT rate freeze 
promotes the goal of diversification of local tax 
revenues; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 

SECTION 1. The Common Council of the City of 


Fort Wayne proposes to the Allen County Income Tax 
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Council, the Ordinance attached hereto, and marked 
Exhibit "A." 

SECTION 2. The Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne casts its 57.53 votes for the proposed 
ordinance of the Allen County Income Tax Council, which 
rescinds the 1991 ordinance of the Allen County Income 
Tax Council which froze the rate of the Allen County 
Income Tax at the rate in effect on January 1, 1991. 

SECTION 3. This Resolution shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its passage, and any and 


all necessary approval by the Mayor.
